Budget Provides 
No Fund for Free 
SeedDistribution 


Congressmen From Rural 
Districts Are Dismayed at 
Dawes’ Ruthlessness.

Washington, December 6,—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.) —The new 
budget submitted by General Dawes 
does not carry any specific river and 
harbor items, totalling a flat sum to 
be spent by the engineering board. 
Southern members of congress, es pe- 
cially from the Carolinas, Georgia and 
Florida, are up in the air as to what 
may be expected for necessary and 
proposed projects along their seuboard 
and inland waterways. 
The situation frankly does not look 
encouraging for the southeastern proj- 


ects. 

The budget estimate, it ig ascer- 
tained, carried no estimate for the 
congressional distribution of “free gar- 
den seed,’ and members of congress 
from the rural districts will shortly be 
in erganized revolt. 

Slashing through the departmental 
estimates and wielding his carving 
knife mercilessly, Director Dawes 
snipped off the item of $360,000 for 
free- seed distribution. It is only 
proper to say that his financial sur- 
gery had the approval of Secretary 
Wallace. The bureau of plant indus- 
try, perhaps from force of habit, in- 
cluded it in the estimates of the de- 
partment of agriculture, but it did 
not get by the final arbiters of the 
budget. 

The memory of the average member 
of congress does not go back to the 
time when congress did not appro- 
priate for the distribution of vegeta- 
ble and flower seeds under the con- 
gressional frank. Members have been 
elected to congress because they sent 
out thousands of packages of free 
seed. Members have failed of election 
because they overlooked certain con- 
stituents in the distribution or because 
the supply ran out. 

Now, Director Dawes proposes that 
“nary a seed” shall be distributed by 
the department of agriculture on frank 
lists furnished by the congressmen 
from the rural districts. It probably 
will make General Dawes mighty un- 
popular with the free seed legions of 
congress, and there is no doubt an ef- 
fort will be made to override the bud- 
get and appropriate $360,000 anyway.

‘Text of Treaty Between 


Great Britain and Irish 


London, December 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—~The articles of 
agreement in the “treaty between 
Great Britain and Ireland” as the 
agreement reached last night is de- 
signated, provides in Article IV. that 
the oaths to be taken by the members 
of the parliament of the Irish Free 
State shall be in the following form: 

“I do solemnly swear true faith and 


allegiance to the constitution of the 
Irish Free State as by law established, 
and that I will be faithful to his 
majesty, King George V., and his heirs 
and successors by law, in virtue of the 
common citizenship of Ireland with 
Great Britain and her adherence to 


and membership of the group of na-|. 


tions forming the British common- 
wealth of nations.” 

_“Article III. of the agreement pro- 
vides that “a representative of the 
crown in Ireland shall be appointed in 
like manner as the governor general 
of Canada and in accordance with 
the practice observed in making such

Article I. 

“Ireland shall have the same con- 
stitutional status in the community of 
nations known as the British Empire 
as the Dominion of Canada, the com-

Chicago Packers 
Operating Plants 
Despite Walkout 


Chicago, December 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Union officials, at 
the close of the second day of the 
strike of gacking-house employees, as- 
serted 6,000 more workers had joined 
the strikers’ ranks in Chicago, while 
the packers reported that between 
90 and 95 per cent of their men were 


working, and that the places of 
strikers had been fiiled from hundreds 
of unempioy ed applying for work. 
‘hile spokesmen for the packers 
udmitted that more employees had 
joined the waikout, they also asserted 
that part ofthose that went out M n- 
day had returned, and that there was 
no difficulty in hiring men. In other 
packing centers of the country repre- 
sentatives of “big five’ packers 
reported the rikers returning to 
work, while the officials of the Amal- 
gamated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen of North America, which 
called the strike, said the ranks of 
the strikers were being augmented. 

Cornelius Hayes, president of the 
meat workers, tonight said that 12,000 
workmen were on strike now. He 
said no definite figures were available 
for other sections, but that more men 
were out than on Monday, when the 
union estimated 29,000 workmen were 
on strike outside Chicago. 

Figures made public by the packers 
showed that they admitted only about 
2,500 men were on strike here, about 
1,200 of this number being from the 
Wilson, Swift, Armour and Morris 
plants, while the rest were from inde- 
pendent plants, some of whom are re- 
ported practically suspended.

Shooting Staged at Fort 
Worth, Texas, With Na- 
tional Guard Called Out 
‘at St. Paul. 


Chicago, December 6.—(By the 
asociated Press.) —Violence marked 
the second day of the strike of the 
packing house strikers in several cit- 
ies in the middle west and regulted 
in the calling out of national guard 
troops tonight to control the pack- 
ing plant district in South St. Paul. 

At Fort Worth, Texas, two strike 
syinpathizers were shot and wound- 

and a negro, who, it is said, did 
the shooting, was severely beaten. At 
Omaha, Neb., missiles were thrown 
by various persons, including women, 
in clashes between strike sympathiz- 
ers and workmen. 

Policemen with drawn revolvers 
held a crowd of 300 persons at bay 
here today until reserves arrived, 
after arresting strike sympathizers 
said to have beaten a workman as he 
hoarded a street car. A man and his 
daughter, packing plant employees, 
were twice attacked by strike sympa- 
tizers as they started toleavea pack- 
ing plant and several arrests were 
made for minor disturbances. 

The calling out of troops at South 
St. Paul followed attempts sf the 
packing companies to bring workers 
to the plants to take the place of 
the strikers, labor leaders refusing 
to discontinue the picketing. 

While little viotence was reported 
at Kansas City, Kans., the district 
leader of the union men in an ad- 
dress defied the Kansas court of in- 
dustrial relations to stop the strike, 
asserting that he would rather go to 
jail than give up.

Washington, December 6.—Tribute 
to American army nurses who served 
overseas was paid today by Represen- 
tative Jeffers, democrat, Alabama, in 
an address in the house during which 
he declared that “anyone guilty of any 
statement in any way besmirching the 
record of the army nurse corps over- 
seas is simply ignorant of the caliber 
of women who served loyally in that 
splendid organization.”

BETTER THAN LYNCHING. 
| Within twenty-four hours of the 
time of his capture the other day 
a Richmond county negro, charged 
with a heinous offense, was tried, 
convicted and sentenced to death. 

Following the commission of the 
crime—the t}pe of crime for which 
many otherwise law - respecting 
citizens of the south condone 
lynching as a punishment—the 
negro fled into South -Carolina, 
where he was captured by a posse. 
Returned to Augusta, he was con- 
fined in jail; a special Richmond 
county grand jury was impaneled, 
and the culprit was indicted. The 
case was then rushed to trial; and 
before the day was done the crim- 
inal—who had finally confessed 
guilt—was again locked behind 
bars sentenced to die by the law 
on December 21. 

The most significant fact in con- 
nection with the proceedings is 
that two of the trial jurors who 
heard the evidence, returned the 
verdict of “guilty” and recom- 
mended death as a penalty, were 
negroes! 

Not only did the law-abiding 
white people of Richmond county 
manifest a spirit of absolute fair- 
ness to this criminal, together 
with a commendable determina- 
tion that there should be no mob 
violence in contravention of the 
law, but the prosecution readily 
consented to permit the defendant 
to go to trial before a jury com- 
posed in part of reputable members 
of his own race. 

This incident is typical of what 
can be done in even the most 
aggravated instances of crime 
when the better sentiment of the 
community prevails and the law 
is permitted to take its course. 

And it shows, too that the spirit 
actuating the better element of 
the negro race is as firmly on the 
side of right and justice as is that 
of the right-thinking element of 
the white race.

Care Should Be Taken to 
Keep Corn After Cribbed 


Editor Constitution: Your edito- 
rial this morning on the corn crop 
question in Georgia interested me 
very much and I wish to congratu- 
late you on it. 

In reading it, however, one fact, 
which seems to have been over- 
looked by most of the writers, came 
to my mind 

The farmers of Georgia in stor- 
ing their corn crop invariably 


dump it around in loosely construct- 
ed bins or in cribs with wide 
cracks. This manner of storing 
corn leaves it open to the attack 
of rats and, worse than rats, corn 
weevils. 


In my business. as a farm loan 
inspector, I cover the entire state 
and am thrown a great deal with 
the farmers. I may be wrong to 
some extent, but I would say that 
by August of next year, over two- 
thirds of the then unused corn wi!] 
be worthless. 

My understanding is that with a 
practical built bin for storing and 
by the use of formaldehyde gas 
that the weevil and rats can be 
eliminated entirely at a very small 
expense. 

If you could get from compe- 
tent authority how a practical bin 
for storage of corn could be built 
and how to use formaldehyde gas, 
and publish an editorial giving 
these facts to the farmers, you 
would do one of the greatest favors 
that could be done to the Georgia 
farmers.

“Encourage Paln to Bring Scotch 
Girls to Georgia.” 

I agree with Mr. Strachan that 
Scotch girls are anxious to come 
to the United States and they are 
among the best class of domestics 
in the world, but I am oppesed to 
his plan of bringing them to Geor- 
gia.

All day long they stare into fath- 
oms of darkness with sublime quiet 
and touching melancholy while the 
city mills and jostles about them. 
There are nearly 500 in the shopping 
district alone, holding forth in aban- 
doned doorways and on curbs. 

When the nights of winter come 
they creep into the friendly crevices 
of the subway kiosks and elevated 
stands, swaying silently to and fro 
to keep up circulation. 

Blue Pete, maimed by a powder 
blast, has been at Herald Square for 
eighteen years. He knew voices of 
the great—Bennett of the Herald, the 
late Mayor Gaynor! Diamond Jim 
Brady, Chauncey M. Depew and 
scores of others who often stopped 
to pass the time of day. 

Torchy Dennis in Times Square 
gives 10 per cent of his earnings to 
an institution for the sightless.

For the past three years this game 
has been played in Raleigh on Thurs- 
day of fair week, and during this 
time it has become the biggest con- 
temporary attraction of the Capital 
City’s full gala season. People from| 
all sections of North Carolina and; 
other parts of the country have ex-| 
pressed the opinion that a more log- 
ical time or place could not be se- 
lected for staking the greatest intra- 
state football game of the year. 

On November 17 Colonel J. W. Har- 
relson, graduate manager at State 
college, wrote Mr. Woollen, advising 
that the fair week date had been re- 
served for Carolina as usual. He also 
stated that the Tech schedule was 
rapidly being closed up for next year. 
¥esterday’s message from Mr. Wool- 
len was the first intimation State 
college authorities have received that 
the university was dissatisfied with 
the arrangement and would seek a 
change. 

There was a tremendous uproar 
and argument when Judge Landis for- 
bade Babe Ruth from going on & 
barnstorming trip after the world’s 
series. While there was no argument 
as to whether Judge Landis was right 
or not, since he was simply acting as 
an executive enforcing a law which 
has stood for ten years, there was a 
tremendous lot of criticism of the law 
itself. The baseball officials were 
blamed for passing such a law, and 
it was declared to be an injustice to 
Ruth especially and to _ballplayers 
generally that they should be forbid- 
den to play exhibition games because 
they were on a world’s championship 
team. 

This attitude of the public was the 


result of the ignorance of the fans of 
conditions and their idea that the 
players behave the same when free 
from control as they do during the 
season. As a matter of fact the chief 
reason for passing the law was to 
prevent hippodroming, and making 
the game a farce. Also the owners 
thought that the reputation of the 
game and the physical condition of 
their players suffered. 

Now comes the action of the Brook- 
lyn Baseball club, threatening to with- 
draw permission and to inflict pun- 
ishment upon its players who @re in 
Cuba. The complaint of Ebbets is 
that the players are not keeping in 
condition. Worse than that, the 
Brooklyn team has hurt baseball in 
Cuba by making farces of games, “In 
one game Grimes, being beaten, grew 
angry and quit, and an outfielder 
and an infielder pitched the remain- 
der of the game. Cuban sport writers 
and fans are indignant, and have 
heaped bitter criticism upon the 
Brooklyn players. 

Unless organized baseball can con- 
trol teams playing out of season the 
only thing possible is to insist that 
they live up to their year-round con- 
tracts and play only during their reg- 
ular season. 

Championship Basketball. 


New York is at last to have a 
comprehensive championship series in 
basketball. Heretofore basketball in 
Greater New York has been very ; 
chaotic and it has been difficult to 
arrange any series which would de- 
cide definitely which teams rank 
highest. Many of the _ strongest 
teams never had an opportunity of 
playing against each other. 

The organization of The Evening 
Mail’s Metropolitan Basketball league 
has gone a long way toward remedy- 
ing this condition and as the league 
or association of the clubs grows it 
is certain to result in better sched- 
ules, in better matching of teams and 
in a real decision as to strength. ‘The 
probabilities are that when the plan 
is completed there will be three or 
more ciasses of clubs affiliated, with 
the stronger professional clubs form- 
ed into a comprehensive league, play- 
ing regularly scheduled games and 
assured of strong opponents at each 
game, 

The plan is to have sectional cham- 
pionships played by the teams of Mun- 
hattan, Brookiyn,. the Bronx, Rich- 
mond and probably the New Jersey 
suburbs. ‘The twvu semi-finalists in 
these sections will meet in the inter- 
borough clashes, the finalists in which 
will be the champions. 


It has become quite necessary for 
basketball clubs to join in such an 
association in order to secure good 
attractions and get their proper rat- 
ing. The Evening Mail, in sponsor- 
ing the new league, has done so at 
the request of many of the managers 
of teams not affiliated with any or- 
ganization and they are enthusiastic 
over the prospect for orderly tests. 

Conditions among the teams that 
have played independently are not 
good, although seemingly considerably 
improved over last season. Jealousies, 
and the ctealing of players from each 
other still mar the game. Recently 
one well-known player was signed by 


played his first game he was noti- 
fied that he would be killed if he 
went on the floor.

What Football Season Proved. 

There is one thing that the fceot-

a lesser degree, must souner or later 
erect huge municipal stadiums in 
which the great games, football, track 
and perhaps others, may be held. 

With Harvard discussing the en- 
largement of the stadium and Yale 
talking of increasing the capacity of 
the bowl to 117,000, with the col- 
leges everywhere planning’ great 
stadiums, the cities are strangely 
lacking in vision in that they fail to 
see the necessity of huge “places in 
which to hold the great sport specta- 
cles of the year.

A Coliseum for New York. 

Some man of great wealth who 
wants to make his name as famous as 
that of old Jim Coliseum, who built 
that bowl at Rome and named it for 
himself, has the opportunity of a life- 
time. But as a municipal project such 
a stadium in New York would be a 
big moneymaker. Imagine staging a 
chess match between Lasker and Ca- 
mga in a stadium seating 150,- 


The United States prides itself 
largely upon its sportsmanship and its 
love of sports, its organization and 
its cleanliness. Yet what have we 
to govern sport beyond the A. A. U., 
the various college conferences and a 
few politically dictated commissions 
and the half-disecredited form of or- 
ganized baseball government? 

Compare this with the Argentine, 
a country which we rather ignore in 
a sporting standpoint. The Argen- 
tine is miles ahead of us in control 
and in organization of sports. Its 
confederation of sports, now almost 
a year old, has control of all sports, 
has power to punish, to suspend, to 
dictate to all sports and to regulate 
matches. 

A federal body of similar plan 
would be eminently possible in this 
country.

Gridiron Expert Discusses 
| Things Accomplished at 

Meetirg of the Southern 
Conference. 


BY WALTER CAMP. 

Pennsylvania State’s victory over 
the University of Washington still 
leaves the question of football suprem- 
acy up in the air, inasmuch as the 
University of California plastered a@ 
worse defeat on the Washingtonians 
early in the season. The issue can 
only be decided by having some 
strong eastern team meet California 
on New Year’s day. The public would 
like to see Notre Dame or Centre try 
it. The LaFayette team is probably 
better fitted for the trial than any 
of its eastern rivals, and Georgia Tech 
would make a good showing against 
the westerners so far as attack is con- 
cerned. 

Washington and Jefferson, by going 
through the season undefeated, might 
also be in the running. Nebraska 
also has a team that might show up 
well against the blue and gold. 

Anent “Scouting.” 

Both the middle west and the south 
are taking a pronounced stand upon 
the question of football scouting, as 
well as upon other points relating to 
general football ethics. At conven- 
tions held last week in both sections, 
resolutions were passed differentiating 
between proper “observation” of other 
teams and methods that might come 
under the head of “spying.” In other 
words, it was generally agreed thar 
everything of the kind should be open 
and above board. Years ago, when the 
writer was coaching Yale teams and 
went either himself or sent someone 
to see a game in which a rival team 
was playing, he made it an invariable 
rule to write some days in advance, 
asking which would be more agreeable 
to the coach of the other team, to have 
the writer or his representative git in 
the spectator’s seats or on the side- 
lines, 

It seems that that would be the 
proper thing to do nowadays, in order 
to avoid any misunderstanding. Those 
who have never coached football teams 
should bear in mind that each one of 
the positions, the spectators’ seat and 
the side-lines, has certain advantages. 
A seat well up in the stands enables 
the observer to diagnose far more esue- 
cessfully the formations used, while a 
seat on the side-lines gives better op- 
portunity to judge the individual mer- 
its of any player. There has been a 
suspicion sometimes that “scouts” se. 
cured some of the signals of rival 
teams. This might he possible for a 
clever man, devoting his attention en- 
tirelvy to the efforts, but it is donbtful 
whether enough plays came sufficient- 
ly close to enable him to get the sig- 
nals. One resolution passed at the 
southern conference has a familiar 
ring to its phraseology. Here it is: 

Familiar Ring. 

“Tt is the purpose and function of 
this conference to promote intercol- 
legiate athletics in every form, to 
keep them in proper bounds by mak- 
ing them incidental and not the prin- 
cipal feature of intercollegiate and 
university life, and to regulate them 
by wise and prudent measures in order 
that they may improve the physical 
condition, strengthen the moral fiber 
of the students and form a constitu- 
tional part of that education for which 
collezes were established and are main- 
tained.” 

This has been the ery for ages and 
will be for ages more—something to 
cause a boy to love study as he does 
play. But it is a hard _ problem. 
Meanwhile, let us, by all means, im- 
prove the ethics of sport to the high- 
est degree, for in this way a boy 
grows up as a real sportsman, not & 
sporting man.

delay of three years in cash repara- 
tion payments, probably explained the 
continental buying reported in the 
lnglish market. 

There was a little trade buying 
here, and considerable buying for Liv- 
erpool account, but the advance to 
17.55 for December and 17.45 for 
March met scattering liquidation, also 
some southern selling. December was 
relatively easy owing to the circula- 
tion of notices against 2,100 bales and 
prices on later months slipped off a 
little more rapidly late in the day 
under liquidation by early buyers. 

December sold down to 17.36 and 
March to 17.20, with the market clos- 
ing at about the low point of the 
day. Reports that a private bureau 
estimated ginning up to December 1 
at 7,621,000 bales and the total crop 
at 7,880,000 bales were without any 
apparent:influence on the market. 

The early advance was promoted 
by the final official estimate of the 
Egyptian crop, placing it at 3,300,- 
000 cantars, or about 40 per cent 
less than last year’s production.

SMALL ADVANCES 
' IN NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, December 6.—Small 
advances prevailed in the cotton mar- 
ket today mainly as the result of a 
private bureau report on ginning, 
showing 7,614,000° bales produced to 
the first of December,’ and accom- 
panied by a crop estimate of 7,880,- 
YOO bales. While the ginning returns 
were, if anything, slightly above gen- 
eral expectations,-the estimates of the 
total crop was well below what the 
trade had been telling about and it 
caused a buying movement. 

The early actions of the Liverpool 
market indicated that the English 
‘rade was acquainted with the gin- 
ning figures. When New Orleans 
opened English futures were much 
higher than due and this increased 
the effect of the rumors regarding 
the reports that were in circulation 
here. After advances of 31 points 
on the more active months, which car- 
ried January up to 16.75, there was 
a slowing down of the demand and re- 
actions of 10 to 15 points from the 
highest, some little selling appearing 
on the absence of any spot demand in 
the markets of the belt. For a while 
in the early afternoon the report that 
the Japanese had accepted the dis- 
armament proposals caused a_ rally 
nhatk to about the highest of the day, 
but in the last half hour of the ses- 
sion small sags developed once more 
and the close showed net gains on the 
session of but 9 to 13 points, Janu- 
ary closing at 16.55.

Hosts .to Leaders 
Of World Tuesday 


Charles S. Barrett Tells 
Diplomats Farmers Say 
Wars Must Cease. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON.

Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, December 6.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Scores of 
statesmen, foreign diplomats and many 
beautiful and distinguished women of 
all nationalities greeted the organized 
farmers of America at the headquar- 
ters of the national board of farm or- 
ganizations tonight. 

Charles S. Barrett, president of the 
National Farmers’ union, and one of 
Georgia’s favorite sons, was the pre- 
siding genius at this unique recep- 
tion. Mr. Barrett was just as mueh 
at home in evening dress and amidst 
refinement, splendor and wit, as he 
would be in conducting a farm meet- 
ing in central Georgia or on the prai- 
ries of Kansas. - see 

Mr. Barrett reminded the men and 
women from all the world that the 
farmers were ready to wnité with all 
other elements in making war an out- 
law. He said the farmers had invited 
the diplomats of all nations to be their 
guests so that they may impress on 
the world their sincere purpose to 
make common cause in the interests of 
permanent peace. 

The Georgian, who is a member 
of the advisory council to the Ameri- 
can delegates to the conference on 
limitations of armaments, said the 
first thing that ought to be done is to 
eliminate the submarine, then the 
world should declare against the use 
of chemicals in warfare. 


“Uncle Reuben has the world under 
his eye tonight for a few minutes, and 
while you are here we are going to 
tell you that war must cease to trou- 
ble the world,” said Mr. Barrett. 
“This is the first time in the history 
of the United States that the farmers 
have succeeded in gathering accredited 
representatives of all nations under 
one roof.” 

Mr. Barrett told the guests of the 
farmers that agriculture would be able 
in the near future to announce its; 
peace program and tell exactly what 
it could do to assure the permanent 
tranquallity of humanity. 

Nearly all the delegations from 
Georgia attended the reception. More 
than 100 congressmen, 30 United 
States senators, several members of 
the cabinet, the ambassadors from 
Great Britain, Belgium and _ several 
other countries, a number of delegates 
to the arms parley with their wives, 
and men and women prominent in all 
important fields of activity attended 
the function.
